The manager is not optimistic 
in regard to the retention of the 
town’s tax rate for 1972, some- 
thing that was accomplished in the 
year about to end Friday. 

Austin points out that inthe year 
just past, increased industrial base 
in the tax rate, accomplished 
through the introduction of new 
industry in the late 60’s, coupled 
with a minimal increase in spend- 
ing in 1971 aided in the keeping of 
the tax rate. 

The increased industrial base 
will not be a part of the 1972 
tax rate picture, the manager 
stated. Most of any new taxable 
property will be from residential 
construction, thus not the sub- 
stantial tax relief provided a year 
ago, principally coming from the 
new Raytheon building heing onthe 
tax roles for the first time. 

Looking at the police depart- 
ment, Austin is hopeful of pro- 
viding increased supervisory 
strength in the year ahead. 

Unable to accomplish all that 
was planned for 1971, such as a 
third lieutenant and another inves- 
tigator, due to civil service com- 
plications, the manager said. that 
he anticipates that strength in this 
area will be provided in 1972. 

Ecology is a major issue. 

It was in the year coming toa 
close and will be in the year 
facing the town, Austin points out. 

Initially, both the manager and 
the fire chief had praise for the 
townspeople for conformance to the 
open burning laws. 


‘“*‘The response to the ban on 
burning has been commendable, ”’ 
Austin said. ‘‘Andover residents 
have more or less been on a self- 
policing basis and there have been 
very few complaints regarding any 
barrels burning or burning of 
refuse in yards.

center into its operation, the voters 


became loudly reluctant and clip- 
ped the item out of the budget. 
Later in the year, a computer 
adviser, retained by the schoo! 
committee prior to town meeting 
resigned and went elsewhere. 


Bus Cut 


Next in line for the voter’s axe 
was the school transportation bud- 
get, which was cut and in the 
process some late buses were 
eliminated and strict enforcement 
of regulations made. 

Largest school item which went 
down the drain was the Doherty 
school addition. 

A building committee had pre- 
sented plans, drawn up following 
several months of planning to bring 
the school into conformance with 
the open classroom concept. 

Leader of the opposition was 
newly-elected Dr. Griggs, who 
presented plans showing that the 
need for additional classroom 
space was not at the elementary 
level. 

In the battle of figures which 
were shown in graphs, pictures, 
Slides, etc., the Griggs point won 
out and the school department was 
left with a population to accom- 
modate within existing buildings. 

Lost also, in the mood of rejec- 
tion, was the request for funds to 
plan for secondary facility ex- 
pansion, which as 1971 drew toa 
close appeared to be the most 
obvious need. 


’Dozer Out 


The sanitary landfill operation 
also suffered in the process, asa 
restless, economy - minded 
gathering defeated a $50,000 re- 
quest for a new bulldozer for the 
operation. 

With a feeling that the present 
machine would survive the five- 
year guarantee period which 
expired at the beginning cf the 
summer, the townspeople decided 
to go along with the old tractor 
for another year. 

The ’dozer has been in and out of 
the repair shop several times since 
and the town will get another 
request for replacement in 1972. 

There was considerable talk 
about courtesy, or lack of it, as 
the annual session finally came to 
a close in April, but somewhere 
between the close of the annual 
session and the opening of the 
October town meeting, the idea 
of condominiums hit the town, 
and any thought of peaceful co- 
existance between proponents and 
opponents, quickly dissipated on 
the floor of friendly strife. 

While the October session 
managed to be concluded in one 
Sitting, it had its lengthy debates 
on the merits of the proposed de- 
velopment of condominiums in 
three areas of town. 

The proposals never stood a 
chance from their initial presenta- 
tion at planning board public hear- 
ings, through the town meeting 
discussion and eventual vote. 

The sum result of this 1971 
flamboyant expression of democ- 
racy was the maintenance of the 
town’s $46 tax rate. Coupled with 
the addition of industrial property 
to the assessment roles and the 
actions taken at the annual meeting, 
a predicted tax hike which ranged 
anywhere from $1 to $9 at one 
point, was averted. 


Ecology and conservation were 
bid in 1971, 

Ecologists and conservationists 
fought strongly and successfully 
to preserve open land. 

When the Housing Authority pro-

posed taking some of the Carmel 
Woods acreage for a new elderly 
housing project, the screams were 
heard all. the way to the state 
house. 

The result was the Carmel 
Woods area was finally dropped 
as a proposed site and the AHA 
sent looking for an alternate loca- 
tion. 

The local board and the state 
have finally decided on a portion 
of the Curran estate on North 
Main street for its new project. 

Motorcyclists, mini-bike en- 
thusiasts, snowmobiles and 
hunters all felt the concern of the 
conservationists. 

Hunters were barred from pur- 
suing their sport on town lands 
and the all-terrain vehicles were 
banned from any conservation pro- 
perty, as well as holdings of the 
Andover Village Improvement So- 
ciety. P 

The town observed its 325th 
anniversary during the year witha 
full celebration beginning with a 
dinner and program at the Phillips 
Academy gymnasium, a weekend 
of programs throughout the town 
and a parade combined with its 
Memorial Lay observance at the 
end of May. 

A committee headed by Select- 
man Sidney P. White planned the 
observances attended by thousands 
of present and former residents. 

The only major municipal con- 
struction project in 1971 was the 
new water treatment plant at Hag- 
getts Pond. Federal funds were 
granted for the $3,500,000 facility 
which will augment the town’s 
water supply by taking water from 
the Merrimack river and treating 
it for consumption locally. 

Town funds were provided by. 
town meeting which authorized the 
transfer of an account which had 
been bonded for.the past five years 
for a new town hall. 

In December, the town was sad- 
dened by the death of John M. 
Kemper, headmaster at Phillips 
Academy, who had retired in 
October. 

Mr. Kemper had chest surgery 
in the spring of the year and in 
October informed the academy 
trustees and faculty student body 
that he felt he did not have the 
stamina to continue as headmaster 
in announcing his earty retire- 
ment. 


Merger 


In the area of municipal affairs, 
Chairman Robert A. Watters of 
the selectmen proposed a merger 
of the town of Andover and North 
Andover, a _ proposal which 
eventually mushroomed to enjoin 
the town of Methuen and the city 
of Lawrence with the Andover’s 
into one community. 

The Greater Lawrence Chamber 
of Commerce offered to act as an 
agency to study the possibility of 
the towns joining in mutual 
services, yet retaining their own 
identity. 

This proposal is due for a 
seminar in early 1972. 

In all, 1971 was an interesting 
year. 

As the legendary gray bearded 
gent with the scythe wends toward 
the exit marked 1971, one hopes 
that he informs the infant 1972 
that town meeting is but a 
few short weeks away - something 
no doubt will mature the youngster 
quickly.

Open Bids 
For Bridge 
Widening 


Bids have been opened at State 
DPW Headquarters, 100 Nashua 
St., Boston, for the widening of 
the Route I-93 bridge over the 
Merrimack River betweenAndover 
and Methuen, Commissioner Bruce 
Campbell has reported. 

The bridge, built prior to the 
establishment of the Interstate and 
Defense System, will be widened 
from its present two lanesto three 
lanes in each direction. In addi- 
tion, it will have a built-in capacity 
to be expanded to four lanes if 
future volumes make expansion 
necessary. 

Besides widening the bridge, 1.3 
miles of I-93 between "iver Road 
in Andover and Forest St. in Meth- 
uen will be enlarged from the 
present two to three lanes in each 
direction. 

Commissioner Campbell said 
the additional lanes onthe roadway 
will provide an orderly and safe 
flow of traffic between the present 
two lane width of the highway and 
the three lanes on the bridge. 

The existing boat launching ramp 
under the bridge on the Methuen 
side of the river nct only will be 
preserved, but will be improved, 
Commissioner Campbell asserted. 
Parking facilities at the launch 
site also will be expanded. 

The apparent low bidder for 
the project is Salah and Pecci 
Constrcution Co. Inc. of Canton 
at $6,944,830. The DPW estimated 
the cost of the project at $6,- 
061,794. 

Completion of the work is ex- 
pected in November, 1974.

“This will be an item for con- 
sideration at the annual town meet- 
ing,’? Austin added. 

State requirements stipulate six 
inches of cover per day for refuse 
material. 

Also to be considered in the year 
ahead is a new site for the sani- 
tary land fill operation. 

The present area is rapidly be- 
coming obsolete and consultants 
are now studying three sites for 
presentation to the town for 1972 
consideration. 

As for stream pollution, the 
manager noted that the town will 
soon be facing the costs of the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary Dis- 
trict. 

Cleaning up the Merrimack is a 
commendable factor, though cost- 
ly the manager states. 

‘‘The aim is commendable, but 
it will cause the taxpayers to dig 
the manager 
commented while noting that the 
cleanup must be accomplished, and 
can be done so only through dis- 
trict participation as noted by 
Public Works Director Robert Mc- 
Quade earljer this week. 

In the area of recreation, the 
town manager stes 1972 as being 
a year of decision. 

‘‘We should complete our 
evaluation of the town’s recreation 
program and come up with some 
answers inthe year ahead to deter- 
mine what direction to take,’’ he 
said. 

‘“‘The consideration is whether 
to revitalize the department as it 
exists, or to implement the com- 
munity school program, now under 
study,’’ Austin reports. 

The town’s only full time recrea- 
tion director, Leslie Bartow, com- 


’ pleted his duties as of Dec. 30, 
at which time his salary was 
ceased. 


The community school study 


_group is examining the possible 


implementation of the town’s 
school buildings into an overall 
municipal recreation program. 

The manager sees a greater use 
of available municipal buildings, 
such as schools, in the town’s 
future recreation program, re- 
gardless of the findings of the 
current study. 

Among accomplishments of 
1971, the manager sees the 
construction of the water treat- 
ment plant and the implementation 
of the Emergency Employment Act 
as being among the major ones. 
The treatment plant finally 
getting underway brought to 
fruition the work of many town 
officials, past and present. 
Completion of the project which 
will treat water from the Merri- 
mack River and place it in Haggetts 
Pond for storage and augment 
the town’s water supply is 
scheduled for completion in 1972. 


The contractor is currently 
behind schedule, but it is hoped 
that he can catch up the three 
month deficit and meet the com- 
pletion date. 

As for the emergency employ- 
ment, the manager noted that the 
town was successful in providing 


lieving the unemployment problem 
in the area, while at the same 
time providing useful services for 
the town, 

‘*Providing ten people with gain- 
ful employment has proven greatly 
beneficial and a major contribu- 
tion to the town,’’ Austin said. 
Named under the act were an 
assistant manager, federal funds

Francis J. Trombly has been 
granted another month in which to 
obtain permission from the Boston 
City Council to run a limousine 
service from Andover to Logan 
Airport. 

The decision was made by the 
selectmen Monday night, con- 
tinuing a delay in initiating limou- 
sine service for !ocal motels to 
the airport which hkegan last 
summer. 

Hudson Bus lines and Trombly 
have sought permission to provide 
the service. 

In August, Trombly, along with 
Arthur Collins, a local taxi firm 
owner, asked the selectmen to 
delay any decision until he could 
obtain all permits necessary to 
provide the service. 

Trombly, .owner of Trombly 
Motor Coach service, now provides 
bus transportation for the Greater 
Lawrence area and express 
service to Boston. 

He told the selectmen Monday 
night that the Boston City Council 
was holding up granting him a 
license to operate on Boston 
streets. 

Trombly asked the board for an 
extension of time‘ in the hopes 
that with a new city council coming 
in, possibly the permit could be 
granted. 

John Keaney of the Sheraton 
Rolling Green Motor Inn, asked the 
board to take affirmative action 
on the Hudson request to provide 
limousine service since many 
motels in the area have it now and 
the local inn is losing business 
because of it. 

Selectman Sidney P. White felt 
the case was one of ‘‘dirty 
politics,’’ on the part oftheBoston 
City Council. Trombly contended 
that Councillor Gerald F. O’Leary 
was providing the opposition to the 
requested permission. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters 
said that there was the possibility 
the local firm would not get the 
permission. 

The local transportation official 
noted that his service would be 
direct from Andover, serving 
Rolling Green and North Andover 
and Lawrence motels on its direct 
route to Boston. 

The Hudson proposal, he said, 
would be making other stops inthe 
New Hampshire and Lowell area 
before going to Logan, he said. 

Trombly noted that he came 
forth to serve the area a short 
time ago, providing bus service 
to the area and to Boston when 
Greater Lawrence was threatened 
with MBTA takeover. 

He asked that he be given addi- 
tional time to secure the Boston 
permission. 

Selectmen Roger W. Collins and 
White approved the request through 
the end of January, with Chairman 
Watters opposed. Selectmen Mil- 
ton Greenberg and George Hesel- 
tine were absent from the session.

Disaster 
Strikes 
Sea Birds 


Some disaster which scientists 
have been unable to identify has 
struck two major groups of sea 
birds, 

Oddly, the decimation of huge 
flocks has occurred both in the 
Atlantic and Pacific at points not 
only half-a-world away but also 
both north and south of the equa- 
tor. 

The stricken birds are the 
puffins of the North Atlantic and 
the cormorants on the guano 
islands in the South Pacific off 
the coast of Peru. Eoth species 
occurred in the millions, and one 
-- the cormorant -- was perhaps 
the most economically valuable 
bird in the world with the possible 
exception of the domestic chicken, 

While the decline of the guano 
cormorants was noted first -- late 
in the 1960s -- the decline of 
puffins seems to have progressed 
in the same period, although docu- 
mentation of the puffin decline had 
not been completed until this year. 
Quite naturally men would have be- 
come concerned first about the 
cormorants since as recently as 
1965 some 170,060 tons of guano 
were harvested from the islands. 
Guano is dried excrement of birds, 
which is rich in nitrates. 

The decline of cormorants has 
been blamed on: overfishing of the 
Humbolt Current which reduced the 
birds’ food supply; DDT contami- 
nation; radiation from French 
nuclear tests in the Pacific, and 
PCEs (a chemical) in the ocean. 

While various groups are cer- 
tain that each of the foremen- 
tioned possible causes was the 
certain cause of cormorant de- 
cline, no one seems able to put 
a finger on the disappearance of 
between 80 and 90 percent of the 
puffins which bred by the millions 
on St. Kilda and the Outer Hebrides. 

The British Trust for Orni- 
thology has begun research into 


the puffin tragedy. It reports that

puffin ‘burrows -- puffins nest 
in underground burrows -- had 
full occupancy in the early 1960s; 
half occupancy in 1969. In 1971 
no more than one-tenth of the 
burrows was occupied. 

On Soay Island where a million 
puffin burrows exist, there were 
only 70,000 pairs of puffins in 
1971. On St. Kilda, most famous 
of the bird islands, the puffin 
decline has been equally stagger- 
ing. Oddly, St. Kilda now should 
be ideal for puffins. Until the 
1930s the island was inhabited by 
humans who took thousands of 
young puffins and puffin eggs each 
summer for food. 

The British Trust reports that 
fish remain so plentiful in the 
Outer Hebrides region that what 
puffins remain often return to the 
nest with as many as 20 fish in 
the beak. The oil spills which 
affected several bird species, es- 
pecially razorbills and guillemots, 
did not reach the puffins which 
use water outside the major spill 
areas. Gull predation on young 
puffins remains minor. A disease 
epidemic appears unlikely, since 
epidemics reach their height in 
the breeding season when birds 
crowd together. Ifanepidemic had 
occurred, there should be many 
skeletons on bird islands, and 
there are not. 

As Jim Flegg reported for the 
Trust; “The disaster that hit 
puffins is not only on an enormous 
scale but also is continuing. What 
is most alarming is that it is so 
difficult to find the cause.”’

Perhaps you’ve never heard that 
in one year when coyotes killed 
sheep worth $3,501 in California 
national forests, the U.S, Govern- 
ment spent $90,195 on this same 
land to ‘‘control predators.”’ 

The news hardly is hot since 
that statement was documented in 
the 1964 report whicha blue-ribbon 
panel of scientists submitted after 
a study which disclosed the broad 
abuses of the old Predator and 
Rodent Control division of the U.S, 
Bureau of Fish and Wildlife. 

In fact, the panel’s disclosures 
unveiled such an unsavory mess 
that the Fish and Wildlife Service 
decided that corrective action was 
necessary. What it did was simple. 
It changed the bureau’s name from 
PARC to ‘‘Wildlife Services.’ 

Apparently little else was 
changed. At least that seemed 
evident this month as a Con- 
gressional investigation reviewed 
once again the federal policies of 
indiscriminate poisoning that is 
wiping out not only the coyote but 
also such endangered species as 


the bald and golden eagles, 
mountain lions and California 
condors. 

In fact, the black - footed 
ferret -- certainly the rarest 


mammal in North America and one 
of the rarer in the world -- has 
been brought to low estate by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
which carries also the obligation 
to protect the ferret. Ferrets 
are poisoned along with the prairie 
dogs with which they live. 

Government poisoners even have 
spread poison in prairie dog towns 
on public land where scientists of 
the USFandWS have had a pair of 
ferrets under observation. In one 
case, poisoners had to act quickly 
because within days the public land 
would have been transferred to 
another public agency which would 
have excluded them. 

If you would like documentation 
of such outrages, read taith Mc- 
Nulty’s ‘*Must They Die?” 
(Doubleday and Co.: 1971). The 
brief book which should make your 
blood boil originally appeared asa 
series in The New Yorker. 

W hat makes government 
poisoners act as they do? It’s 
a job. Indeed, a career. One 
can rise to the executive level 
in Washington by the route. All 
you have to do is keep plenty of 
poisoners out there working and 
keep the sheepmen and cattlemen 
clamoring for more public funds 
poured into the program. After 
all, that’s one of the purposes for 
which you pay federal income tax -- 
to keep such special interests 
happy and thriving. 

The recent eagle-poisonings in 
the West seem to have prompted 
the latest inquiry into Wildlife 


Services’ procedures. Last spring 
21 eagles died from eating poisoned 


baits on one Wyoming ranch, The 
loss was in addition to the killing 
of more than 700 eagles by gun 


from a helicopter. So far no one 
has faced any federal charges in 
any of these eagle cases, although 
federal laws supposed'y protect 
the eagle. There seems to be a 
difference between protection by 
law and protection by law enforce- 
ment, 

The only hopeful sign in the 
recent Congressional hearing was 
the testimony. of Rogers C. B. 
Morton that the federal poisoning 
program was ‘‘revolting, dis- 
gusting’? and that he would stop 
it except that Western Congress- 
men force it upon the Department 
of Interior. 

The day yet may come when 
the Department of Interior 
serves all the nation and ceases 
being an errand boy for Western 
special interests. 


Dismal 
Swamp 


Visited

That part of U.S, 17 which 
tourists seldom travel crosses 
Virginia’s Dismal Swamp. 

If the thought of the Dismal. 
Swamp does not stimulate you, 
it may be that there was a flaw 
in your upbringing. As for me, 
the Dismal Swamp loomed large 
in the literary legacy held by my 
family. At home we had a Bible 
and a copy of Hurlburt’s Story 
of the Bible -- and the daily 
newspaper. But agreat-aunt owned 
also a copy of the Natural Wonders 
of Virginia. As a result, I knew 
more about Virginia than I knew 
about the other side of the rail- 
road tracks where all the swells 
lived. 

The Virginia book had magnifi- 
cent but smudgy woodcuts, some of 
the gloomiest featuring Spanish 
moss, festooned live oaks and 
cypress of Dismal Swamp. The 
artist made Dismal Swamp dismal 
indeed! 

Since I am often a stranger but 
never a tourist, I sometimes travel 
that section of U.S. 17 immediate- 
ly south of Norfolk. The offbeat 
route delays the horror of noting 
what else they have done to destroy 
Florida since my last trip. 

Besides, the Dismal Swamp is 
not as uninviting as its name. If 
one were to try walking across 
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it without following trails -- as 
those who named the swamp did 
-- one might find it discouraging. 
But if the swamp were discovered 
today, it likely would have been 
named Luxuriant Swamp, 

It is not my intention here to 


give a vegetation catalog of Dismal 


Swamp nor to render anecological 
treatise. It’s enough to remind 
one that Dismal Swamp was the 
northern limit of the American 
alligator. 

I use the tense ‘‘was’’? because 
the alligators in Dismal Swamp 
had been rendered into suitcases 
long before the War Eetween the 
States made the carpetbag 
unpopular around Norfolk. 

‘Indeed today since the alligator 
hangs on tenuously in the sub- 
tropical Everglades and more 
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temperate Okefenokee in southeast 
Georgia, we think of the alligator 
as limited to the deep South. 

But within historic times the 
alligator ranged as far north as 
Norfolk. It found Cismal Swamp 
an area providing an average 43- 
degree January temperature, 
which apparently was the coldest 
climate alligators could survive, 

Probably even in Dismal Swamp 
there were colder Januarys that 
caused a large die-off of alligators 
occasionally.

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Editorial Comment 


New Year 


There is, at this time of year, a sort of compulsion by 
some to look ominously at the world around us and the 
year ahead as a new year is about to dawn. 

But, quite frankly, such pessimism could be sheer folly. 

Somehow, regardless of difficulties, we annually survive 
seemingly monumental problems. 

As a new year approached a year ago, there were thoughts 
about a sharp tax rate increase for Andoverites. 

Economic conditions were not what one would consider 
promising. 

There were complex problems of varying degrees of 
enormity facing all of us in 1971, but here, at year’s end, 
we have survived it all. 

For Andover, the tax rate stayed the same, and its resi- 
dents are worrying down a predicted increase in the year 
ahead. 

The employment problems are still with us, but are being 
relieved somewhat. 

The national and global scene remains a complexity of 
problem areas needing individual attention. 

But, casting an optimistic eye toward 1972 is quite easily 
accomplished if we can just be realistic and grateful for 
another year of survival. 


Disgraceful 


The performance of some residents of the community 
over the past weekend can be termed only as disgraceful. 

With ample notice that the sanitary disposal site would 
be closed on the holiday, many went to the area anyway, 
and disposal of refuse over the fence and at the entrance. 

Much of the refuse contained names of the offenders, 
which was equally shocking. 

One must assume that many of these people who flaunted 
the law and disposed of refuse on Saturday and Sunday, 
were the same who would have cried loudly had the munici- 
pal employees been paid overtime on the holiday to satisfy 
their wishes. 

They may also be the same who were outraged at the 
televising of football games on Christmas day, but at the 
same time found time to break away from the family for a 
trip to the disposal site. 

Granted there is a considerable quantity of refuse 
gathered on the Christmas holiday, what with packages and 
trimmings requiring disposal. 

But the town closed the site for the holidays and gave 
ample warning of such. 

Yet, to many, this was an inexcusable inconvenience, 
hence took matters into their own hands. 

The ensuing mess required considerable man hours to 
remedy when the site was reopened Monday morning. It 
involved wasted time and effort and inconvenience to resi- 
dents who obeyed the law and waited for the site to open. 

Hopefully, there will not be a reoccurence this weekend. 

We rather think there will be increased patrols in the area 
which could result in a ‘fine’ weekend for any offenders. 


Zoning 


Somehow, zoning bylaw changes often become part of 
the town’s regulations without full realization of their 
impact. 

Such is the case as evidenced by a recently filed decision 
of the zoning board of appeals. 

A trucking firm had requested permission to locate in the 
industrial area in Lowell Junction. 

Contained in their plans were facilities for a warehouse, 
offices and trucking bays. 

They were to locate in the industrial area, and make use 
of the main streets of Ballardvale only in emergency situa- 
tions. 

The proximity to Route 93 made the location ideal and 
roads in the area made for easy access to the interstate high- 
way system, without imposing on Andover streets. 

But, by virtue of the town adopting an amendment to its 
bylaws a short time ago, no trucking firms can locate in 
Andover. 

At its passage, probably few residents were aware of its 
implications. 


A trucking firm with warehouse facilities would, we are 
sure be quite unwelcome in a densely populated area, or in a 
section where use of heavily populated streets would be 


required. 


But in what many people consider an industrial park, 
such as Lowell Junction, something of this nature would 


certainly be appropos. 


Such a facility, with proximity to expressways, would 
harm the community little, if at all, and at the same time 
assist the community’s tax base. 

Already the industrial firms in Lowell Junction use heavy 
trucking as part of their operations. 

Possibly, with the assistance of a full time professional 
planner on duty, a more sensible approach to such matters 
may be made in the future, along with rectification of al- 


ready existing inequities. 


After all, Andover is for everybody.

When two tones differ in pitch, 
we say that one is ‘‘higher’’ or 
‘‘lower” than the other. OCne 
person is said to have a high- 
pitched voice, another a low- 
pitched voice. In a keyboard 
instrument such as the piano, the 
keys at the performer’s right will, 
when struck, produce relatively 
high notes, while those at his left 
will produce relatively low notes. 
That we think of pitch in spatial 
terms is evident too from our 
system of musical notation; In 
written or printed music, progres- 
sion from one pitch to another is 
represented by change of position; 
up or down, of notes on a staff 
which extends across the page. 
Pitch may be said to refer, then, 
to the position of a tone inaseries 
or scale running from ‘‘low’’ to 
‘high’. A peculiarity of this 
series is that not all members 
of it are felt to be completely 
different from all other members. 
Any given pitch seems to be re- 
duplicated by certain higher and 
lower pitches. The feeling that the 
large scale running from low to 
high really a small scale which is 
repeated at higher and higher 
pitches is the phenomenon of the 
octave. (When men and women 
sing the same tune together, they 
usually sing in octaves.) 

The extreme high and !ow pitches 
in any given voice or instrument, 
or in any given melody, define the 
range. Any section of this range 
is called a ‘‘register.’’ For in- 
stance, the national anthem has a

The words treble and bass are 
general terms for, respectively 
the highest and lowest pitches going 
on at any one time in a piece. 

Pitch is physically determined 
by frequency of vibration, by the 
rapidity with which the vibrations 
of a sounding body succeed one 
another. What relation is there, 
we may ask, between high or low 
pitch, on the one hand, and fre- 
quency, on the other? The quicker 
the succession of vibrations; the 
higher the pitch; the slower the 
succession of vibrations, the lower 
the pitch, Or, since frequency is 
always given in numerical formas 
so many vibrations per second, 
the relation may be stated more 
exactly as: the larger the number 
of vibrations per second, the higher 
the pitch, and obversely, the smal- 
ler thenumber, the lower the pitch.

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Bird Count At Record Hh:

For those who believe most birds 
migrate south in the fall, 
Christmas Counts provide a magi- 
cal insight into ornithological 
winter wonders. 

The Merrimack Valley BirdClub 
held its 22nd Christmas Count of 
birds in this region in 27 years. 
Over this period of time 101 dif- 
ferent species of birds have been 
observed. 


This year 43 species were ob-

served at feeders, dumps, rivers,

Red Crossbills are an erratic 
winter visitor from further north 
that exhibit one of the greatest 
forms of bill adaptation in this 


part of the country. Their man- 
dibles are sharply pointed and 
actually permanently crossed. 
Having seen them feeding on low 
growing pitch pines on PlumIsland 
recently, I marvel at their skill. 
They adeptly manage to pry open 
sections of this year’s tightly 
closed cones forcing out the en- 
closed seeds. 

There were’ twenty - five 
observers age 6 - 60 who split 
up into four groups scouring the 
landscape of Andover and 
surrounding towns on the count 
day. No Snowy Owl, though it con- 
tinues to be seen locally. Twenty- 
five residents kept a careful count 
of the birds at their feeders during 
the day and phoned in their lists. 
Some were so conscientious that 
they were up at 7 a.m. on the Sun- 
day morning and Mrs. Robert 
Zoliner said her whole deck was 
spread inches thick with seed and 
that her family were discouraged 
from passing by the adjoining living 
room window. 

Disappointment runs high whena 
specialty fails to appear at some- 
ones feeder on the specific count 
day. 

If any area residents are inter- 
ested in receiving a copy of the 
total list or other activities of the 
club, they are requestedto contact 
Albert Retelle of Reservation 
Road. 

Although the total list never 
could be a complete listing of all 
the birds in the area, it does serve 
to show trends as a species 
increases or decreases or one be- 
gins to move into or out of our 
region. Gulls have increased 
markedly as open dumps have 
proliferated and more garbage has 
accumulated. They may begin to 
decline as towns comply with the 
State Board of Health’s law re- 
quiring a daily cover of sand and 
gravel of at least 6 inches per day 
as this is enough to discourage 
gulls from foraging in the refuse.

The upcoming celebration of 
Merrimack College’s 25th Anni- 
versary has been earmarked today 
with the release by Very Rev. John

The ten-year development plan

The second phase of the plan 
includes the construction of atine 
Arts Center, aStudent Union Build- 
ing, and an Engineering Complex, 
at a total estimated cost of $3.5 
million. 

The planned construction will 
bring the number of buildings on 
the Merrimack campus to a total 
of 17 -- a progressive departure 
from the college 25 years ago when 
it had only a single one-story 
structure housing seven class- 
rooms, a library, a chapel, two 
laboratories, and administration 
offices. 

In addition to the new buildings 
the college plans to sponsor more 
community - oriented programs 
similar to the present Celebrity 
Series and the Arlington Trust 
Company Religious Studies Series.

Employment, 
Unemployment 
Increase 


Both employment and unemploy- 
ment in Massachusetts increased 
in November, Herman V. LaMark, 
Director of the Division of Em- 
ployment Security, has an- 
nounced, 

Unemployment rose from 6.2 
percent to 6.6 percent of the work 
force as seasonal layoffs were 
made in construction and other 
outdoor industries together with 
plants making holiday gift items. 
Total employment and the number 
in the work force, nonetheless, 
increased as wholesale and retail 
trade continued the build-up that 
will peak in December. 


When adjustments are made to 
eliminate the influences of purely 
seasonal movements, the adjusted 
unemployment rate dropped from 
7.3 percent in October to 6.8 per- 
cent in November, an indication 
that recovery is in progress. 
Nationally, the adjusted rate edged 
slightly upward from 5.8 percent 
to 6.0 percent. 

Unemployment mounted from 
164,200 to 173,300 despite a small 
net gain inemployment because the 
skills of the workers who were 
unemployed in November did not 
generally matchthe skills required 
by the expansion in trade which 
recruits a large intermittent work 
force of housewives, students, and 
part-time workers. 

Manufacturing employment de- 
creased slightly by 1,100 in 
as generally small 
reductions in most industries off- 
set small additions in fabricated 
metals, electronic components, 


other electrical equipment and 
supplies, paper, rubber, and foot- 
wear. 

Nonmanufacturing employment 
reached the highest level! onrecord 
for any month. Some 195,409 
manufacturing jobs have been lost 
in the past five years, but 232,- 
100 nonmanufacturing jobs have 
been gained in the same period. 
In the past twelve months, growth 
in the state economy has been in- 
terrupted as manufacturing jobs 
dropped by 24,600 and nonmanu- 
facturing gains of 15,300 were not 
large enough to overcome this 
24,600 loss. 

The seasonal rise in unemploy- 
ment statewide was repeated in 
each of the eight major metro- 
politan areas in the state, with the 
heaviest unemployment of 10.8 
percent and 8.9 percent respec- 
tively in the northeastern areas of 
Lowell and Lawrence-Haverhill 
while unemployment in the major 
Boston area was the lowest at 
5.5 percent,
